This action is responsive to the decision by the BPAI and the submission filed 1 1-24- 
2009. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . The request filed on 1 1 -24-2009 for a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 10/716,687 is acceptable and a 
RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1-20 allowable. The restriction requirement as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on 10-18-2006, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims 
to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is 
hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. Claim (s), directed to the non-elected invention no longer withdrawn from 
consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
However, dependent claims 5, 1 1 , 17 and 18, directed to non-elected invention 
withdrawn from consideration because the claims require all the limitations of an 
allowable claims.
